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FIRST AMERICAN BIBLE. 


From the Presbyterian. 


In 1664 the Rev. John Eliot had printed at Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts, the Bible in the language of the Natick Indians; and in 1743 
Christopher Sauer, or Sower, at Germantown, Pennsylvania, published 
a German edition of the Bible, “after having been three years in the 
press.” But it was not until adout one hundred and seventy years after 
the first English colony had been planted in America—at Jamestown, 
Virginia, 1607—that the Bible in the English language was printed. 
During this long period the colonists were dependent upon the press of 
the old country for their supply of the sacred volume. When Inde- 
pendence was declared, however, such was the scarcity of Bibles that 
Dr. Allison, pastor of the First Presbyterian Church, Philadelphia, and 
otjers, memorialized Congress on the subject; whereupon that body, in 
1777, appointed a committee of three to confer with printers, with the 
view of having published thirty thousand copies at the expense of Con- 
gress, “to be reimbursed by the sale of the books.” (Journal, Sept. 11, 
1777.) The difficulty of obtaining type and paper induced the commit- 
tee to recommend to Congress to direct the Committee on Commerce to 
import at the national expense, twenty thousand English Bibles from 
Ilolland, Scotland, or elsewhere, and Congress ordered the importation. 
But afterwards, when the unsettled state of the country and its com- 
merce prevented the execution of this order, Congress resumed the 
subject of printing, which was referred toa committee of three, in which 
the Rev. William White of the Episcopal Church, and the Rev. George 
Duftield of the Presbyterian Church, chaplains of Congress, assisted. 
And the first American edition of the Bible, in the English language, 
was printed in 1782, in small duodecimo form and brevier type. The 
title-page bears the usual imprint, but is ornamented with the Pennsyl- 
vania coat of arms, under which is

Immediately after the title-page, in the copy which the writer has, 
is printed the action of Congress, as follows: 


By the Uxrrev States in Coneress assembled : 
September 12th, 1782. 


The Committee to whom was referred a Memorial of Robert Aitken, 
Printer, dated 21st January, 1781, respecting an edition of the Holy 
Scriptures, report: That Mr. Aitken has, at a great expense, pow finished 
an American edition of the Holy Scriptures in English; that the Com- 
mittee have from time to time attended to his progress in the work; 
that they also recommended it to the two chaplains of Congress to ex- 
amine and give their opinion of the execution, who have accordingly re- 
ported thereon, the recommendation and report being as follows: 

Philadelphia, 1st September, 1782. 

Reverexp GeNTLEMEN,—Our knowledge of your piety and public 
spirit leads us without apology’ to recommend to your particular atten- 
tion the edition of the Holy Scriptures publishing by Mr. Aitken. He 
undertook this expensive work at a time when from the circumstances 
of the war, an English edition of the Bible could not be imported, nor 
any opinion formed how long the obstruction might continue. On this 
account particularly he deserves applause and encouragement. We 
therefore wish you, Reverend Gentlemen, to examine the execution of 
the work, and if approved, to give it the sanction of your judgment, and 
the weight of your recommendation. We are, with very great respect,

RESOLVED, 

That the United States in Congress assembled, highly approve the 
pious and laudable undertaking of Mr. Aitken, as subservient to the 
interest of religion, as well as an instance of the progress of arts in this 
country, and being satisfied from the above report, of his care and accnu- 
racy in the execution of the work, they recommend this edition of the 
Bible to the inhabitants of the United States, and hereby authorize him 
to publish this recommendation in the manner he shall think proper.

It was printed and published during the Revolution, and such were 
the difficulties attending the undertaking—apart from the disadvantages 
of the art. of printing at that early period, compared with the great im- 
provements and facilities of the present day—that “ Mr. Aitken, in the 
midst of his work, was obliged, upon one occasion, to remove his type and 
materials hastily out of the city, and bury them under a darn, in order 
to save them from destruction by the British soldiers.” And yet—to 
quote from a communication which originally appeared in the Philadel- 
phia Freeman’s Journal of 1781—‘* Under all these disadvantages, a 
complete, an accurate and elegant edition of the Bible was published in 
this very city, in four years from the time of the evacuation by the Brit- 
ish. The very paper that has received the impression of these sacred 
books, was manufactured in Pennsylvania ; the whole work is, therefore, 
purely American, and has risen, like the fabled Phoenix, from the ashes 
of that pile in which our enemies supposed they had consumed the lib- 
erties of America.” 

As peace soon after occurred, and commerce was no longer in danger, 
Bibles were imported in such quantities as made it necessary for Mr. 
Aitken to sell his under cost, and he lost by the operation “ more than 
three thousand pounds in specie.”* See his memorial to Congress in 
1789, in which he mentions this fact, and asks Congress to grant him “ s 
Patent, authorizing him, his heirs and assigns, exclusively, to print the 
Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments, for the term of four- 
teen years, within the United States,” under proper restrictions—which 
memorial, however, was laid upon the table! But his lasting and hon- 
orable memorial is and will be, that of having printed the first American 
edition of the English Bible. And though Congress did no more than 
superintend by Committee the printing of the work, and afterwards ap- 
proved it and recommended it to the people of the country, yet in only 
so doing they showed their profound veneration for, and their high ap- 
preciation of, the sacred Scriptures; and it is to be hoped that their 
successors in office, as well as the successors of their own constituents, 
will not in any manner undervalue the religious patriotism, or the Bible 
whence it was drawn, of that noble body of great and good men—the 
priceless fruits of which we sce all around us in the grand elements of 
our national greatness. J. A. M.

ECONOMY OF LITERATURE. 
Prom “ Ruskin’s Political Economy of Art.” 

I have been much impressed lately by one of the results of the quan- 
tity of our books; namely, the stern impossibility of getting anything 
understood, that required patience to understand. I observe always, in 
the case of my own writings, that if ever I state anything which has 
cost me any trouble to ascertain, and which, therefore, will probably re- 
quire a minute or two of reflection from the reader before it can be 
accepted,—that statement will not only be misunderstood, but in all 
probability taken to mean something very nearly the reverse of what it 
does mean. Now, whatever faults there may be in my modes of expres- 
siov, I know that the words I use will always be found, by Johnson’s 
dictionary, to bear, first of all, the sense I use them in; and that the

sentences, whether awkwardly turned or not, will, by the ordinary rules 
of grammar, bear no other interpretation than that I mean them to 
bear; so that the misunderstanding of them must result, ultimately, 
from the mere fact that their matter sometimes requires a little patience, 
And I see the same kind of misinterpretation put on the words of other 
writers, whenever they require the same kind of thought. 

J was at first a little despondent about this; but, on the whole, I 
believe it will have a good etlect upon our literature for some time to 
come; and then, perhaps, the public may recover its patience again, 
For certainly it is excellent discipline for an author to feel that he must 
say all he has to say in the fewest possible words, or his reader is sure 
to skip them; and in the plainest pessible words, or his reader will 
certainly misunderstand them. Generally, also, a downright fact may 
be told in a plain way; and we want downright facts at present more 
than anything else. And though I often hear moral people complaining 
of the bad effects of want of thought, for my part, it seems to me that 
one of the worst diseases to which the human creature is liable is its 
disease of thinking. If it would only just loo% at a thing instead of think- 
ing what it must be like, or do a thing, instead of thinking it cannot be 
done, we should all get on far better.

Ontrvary.—S. G. Deeth, well known as a bibliopolist for many years past, 
died at Georgetown, D. C., on the 26th February. Mr. Deeth was one of the 
most persevering and intelligent book collectors of this country, and must 
have accumulated a very valuable collection, particularly of periodicals, 
which was, in some respects, his speciality. 

Some Crirics.—The following extract from the preface to a dramatic 
adaptation of Chas. Reade’s ‘* White Lies,” we find in the New Yorker, the 
editor of which is a well known litterateur, as is also “ Cyril Turner.” The 
class alluded to by no means restrict their sphere to dramatic criticism, 
but will be at once identified by publishers as old acquaintances : 

“ But how is the American drama to flourish in New York, when it is an 
admitted fact that the theatrical ‘ erities’ (with a few honorable exceptions) 
are needy foreign adventurers, who expect to make money out of artists, and 
abuse all who will not pay them! One of the most prominent of the New 
York dailies says: 

“The editors of prominent journals are not the persons who report new 
dramas. You shall see, on the first-night of a new play, half-a-dozen or more 
ruffian-looking individuals, ill-dressed and dirty, lounging about the saloon 
of the theatre, and pouring down ‘ brandy smashes’ with practised dexterity. 
Having gained some inkling of the plot from a report or a few occasional 
glimpses, they light their cigars and adjourn to some eorner grocery, where 
are penned the eritiques on the new piece. The venality and toadyism of 
such erities are now so generally believed in, that their influence—happily 
for the prospects of the drama—is on the wane. The drama will never be 
properly encouraged till respectable journals commit the censorship over 
this branch of literature to respectable and competent hands. A man who 
boasts publicly that he often gets a hundred dollars for twenty or thirty 
lines of puff, is not fit to do the work of a critic.’ 

“The Albany Evening Journal, noticing the treatment Miss Cushman had 
received because she would not fee the New York ‘ critics,’ and quoting what 
it calls high literary authority, observes : 

“‘The theatrical ecritiese—who are not generally connected with the 
papers they represent, in any important capacity—are mostly foreigners, 
who form a band united by common interest, and give most managers and 
artists to understand that they are to be well paid for favorable notices. 
They also translate and steal plays, get them represented, and puff them 
elaborately in their own papers, Of course every other successful piece de- 
tracts from their profits, and is an intrusion into the business they have taken 
up. Thus newspaper criticisms, which should be impartial reports to the 
public of what is going on in the world of art, are but the vehicles of in- 
terested self-laudation, and the indulgence of jealous spleen against rivals.’ 

“The Christian Enquirer (Unitarian) refers to the same cause, ‘the 
notorious and bitter hostility of theatrical erities of New York towards every 
original drama of ment.’ 

“It is but right to add, that art and artists are suffering and groaning 
under the intolerable and odious tyranny of this kind of taxation. Some 
actors who have families to support out of their hard earnings, are fre- 
quently sponged upon for suppers by certain ‘critics; and, after the late 
debauch, will be asked carelessly, ‘have you any money about you? ’—not 
only the doliars, but the shillings, or even cents they may chance to have, 
being taken from them by these harpies, with promises of repayment, which 
of course are never fulfilled. The artist who dares refuse, is marked out for 
combined and relentless persecution in the newspapers. Even articles of 
clothing and jewelry have been extorted in this manner from defenceless 
victims. From authors these ‘critics’ expect suppers and solicitation; and 
unite in a crusade against every play, whatever its merits, from which they 
look for no profits to their own pockets, or which is not the production of one 
of their own ‘set.’ 

“Such a state of things is disgraceful to New York; it is degrading and 
destructive to the drama; and for the sake of exposing the evil, [ am willing 
to encounter the bitter enmity of the whole venal tribe, henceforth and for 
ever. (Signed) Cyrit Turner.” 
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Lirerary Controversy.—As an item of literary interest, we give a portion 
of the correspondence which has lately appeared in the New York Journals 
relative to the originality of a story entitled “The Diamond Lens,” which 
appeared in the January number of the Atlantic Monthly.

“One of the contributors (Fitz James O’Brien) recently published a very 
much admired story which he ealled the ‘Diamond Lens.’ The whole idea 


is said to be directly plagiarized from William C. North, a young man of | 


wonderful genius, who came to this country, and after struggling awhile 
with poverty and his hopes, committed suicide. oir le 

“ Among other things which he wrote, was a delicious little fancy, ealled 
the ‘Dew Drop,’ in which he saw a fairy-like and beautiful city; soon in 
this city he distinguished a house, in the front of the house a balcony, upon 
this balcony the form of a beautiful girl, whom he watched until he beeame 
intoxicated with his love for her. By and by, an elegant young man comes 
along, who is received with favor by the lovely maiden, whereupon the poor 
imaginary lover became so jealous that he dashed his dew-drop to pieces, 
thus destroying his whole castle in the air at one blow. 

“This story was circulated only in manuscript among a few intimate friends, 
and the idea has been wholly transferred to the ‘Diamond Lens? in which 
Mr. O’Brien sees everything that North saw in the ‘Dew Drop.’ It is mixed 
with some German diableric, but all the touching, tender poetic beauty of 
the original is retained.” : 


In reply to this wholesale accusation, I beg permission to present a few 
facts. 

“J. J.,” the correspondent of the Delta, is a lady of this City, the wife of 
a person who has some conneetion with the daily press. This lady informed 
a friend of mine, in the earliest stage of the “ Diamond Lens” controversy, 
that at an evening party at which she was present, a certain reporter or 
editor connected with the New York Zimes stated positively that he had 
read or heard read many years since a story by Mr. North, which was, in all 
respects, similar to the ‘ Diamond Lens.” TMs statement was accompanied 
by certain details, which left on the minds of all present an impression that 
the assertion of the said reporter or editor was altogether unimpeachable. 
The name of this reporter or editor being furnished to me through the same 
channel that supplied me with the other facts, 1 addressed a brief note to 
him, demanding whether he had ever made such an assertion. I received, 
the same day, a point-blank denial. It is evident that a falsehood lies be- 
tween “J. J.,” the lively correspondent of the Delta, and the editor or re- 
porter of the New York Zimes. I have too much respect for the female sex 
not to hope that it does not rest on the side of the lady. I refrain from, at 
present, giving the names of the two parties in question, but shall do so most 
assuredly if 1 trace a repetition of this injurious accusation to either of 
them. 

1 now, for the second time, state most distinctly that I am the sole author 
of the “ Diamond Lens;” that in its conception and composition I have been 
indebted to no one; that I am fully prepared to support these assertions with 
the most positive proofs, and with this broad assertion, which I trust will 
cover all the grounds, I leave to J. J., and the before-mentioned reporter or 
editor of the before-mentioned daily, the pleasant task of arranging which of 
them will shoulder the falsehood.

REPLY TO MR, O'BRIEN. 

To the Editors of the Evening Post :—A communication in your paper of 
last Saturday, signed Fitz-James O'Brien, refers in somewhat discourteous 
terms to “a certain reporter or editor of the New York Daily Times,” who 
appears to have been guilty of insinuating that the idea of the “ Diamond 
Lens,” the authorship of which is claimed by Mr. O’B., was not his. As Mr. 
O’B. distinetly places a charge of falsehood on the shoulders of “ tne before- 
mentioned reporter or editor of the before-mentioned daily,” and proposes 
presently to “ publish names” and indulge in a general expusé if the party in 
question ventures to repeat his assertion, | beg leave to state, through your 
columns, that I am the individual te whom reference is made, with whom 
Mr. O'Brien has held the “ correspondence” to which he alludes, and upon 
whom threats are entirely thrown away. I now distinctly assert precisely 
what I have said, on excellent authority, in private, viz.: that the beautiful 
idea wrought up in the story ef the “Diamond Lens” was conceived aid 
brought forth some years since by Me, William North. It was read in Mr. 
North’s manuscript at the time by a number of literary gentlemen in this 
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City. On the appearance of the number of the Atlantic Monthly containing 
the story of the “ Diamond Lens,” the precise resemblance of the plot to that 
of Mr. North’s Microcosmos was instantly recognized, and the subject became 
a matter of gossip in literary circles. An intimate friend of Mr. North, who 
has not yet perused Mr. O’Brien’s version, read Microcosmos years before 
poor North came to his end. My statements were made on this gentleman’s 
authority, and until T had obtained his consent to the use of his name, if ne- 
cessary, | refrained from replying to the charges of Mr. O’Brien. I am now 
in possession of his permit to give his authority; and his name, with those 
of several other gentlemen, is entirely at Mr. O'Brien’s service, together with 
a number of other facts which I shall be happy to air for that gentleman’s 
benefit, if he desires it. 

I presume that Mr. O’Brien bases his charge of “ point-blank denial,” and 
consequent falsehood, against me, upon the fact that in a categorical answer 
which I returned in the “ correspondence” to which he alluded, I stated dis- 
tinctly that I never asserted that I had read the story of the “ Diamond 
Lens” in the manuseript of Mr. North several years ago. A definite query 
was put; I answered it definitely and concisely. Mr. O’Brien did not as 
me exactly what I had to say, and, although I should have been happy to 
furnish him with that information, I did not feel called upon to volunteer it. 
The letters which passed between us were very short, and, on Mr. O’Brien’s 
part, slightly pugnacious, As they will not oceupy much space, I ask your 
permission to produce them here, and save Mr. O'. the trouble of doing it 
afterwards.

MR. PICTON’S STATEMENT. 
New York, Friday, Feb. 26, 1858, 

To the Editor of the New York Times :—Sir : Observing a controversy in your 
paper with respect to an alleged manuseript yroduction of the late William 
North, which bears a most remarkable, if not identical, similarity with a re- 
cent performance of a Mr. Fitz-James O’Brien, I beg to add my personal tes- 
timony as to the correctness of the correspondent in your issue of this morn- 
ing. I had the pleasure of a most intimate acquaintance with Mr. North, 
who was engaged by me to contribute to the Sachem newspaper, of which I 
was editor and pri iprietor, and during a period of a long and severe illness, 
Mr. North was a daily visitor to my house and there remained many hours in 
my companionship. At that time Mr. North submitted for my perusal several 
manuscripts, upon two of which he had expended much time, and which he 
regarded with a deal of pride and satisfaction, One of these was subsequently 
printed in Putnam’s Magazine, under the title of the “ Living Corpse ; ” and 
the other, which remained inedited up to the time of his decease, I can con- 
fcientiously identify as the waif on which Mr. O’Brien has laid violent hands, 
I remember both tales with great distinctness, as much from their fantastic 
conception as from the apparently Germanie souree of their origin. Mr. 
North had been educated at a German University, and was an enthusiastic 
admirer of Hoffmann, and other writers of the grotesque school, 

Mr. North, in his life-time, had been on intimate terms with Mr, O’Brien; 
but shortly prior to his composition of the Slave of the Lamp, their good-fel- 
lowship had been dissolved from a quarrel, and the romancer satirized his 
former companion under the title of Fitzgammon in that novel, which was 
only finished the morning of his suicide. Any person acquainted with the 
two parties cannot fail to draw a disparaging distinction between the scholas- 
tie attainments of the late Mr. North and the Hibernian pretensions of the 
ever-present and somewhat pertinacious Mr, FitzJames O’Brien, whose sole 
merit in Saxon literature must be derived from his apochryphal descent from 
the Kings of old Erin.

To the Editors of the Evening Post : The tardy candor which Mr. Augustus 
Maverick displays in a letter concerning the authorship of “ The Diamond 
Lens,” pulliiche in your paper of last Thursday, compensates somewhat for 
the evasive character of his reply to my first nete. In his last communica- 
tion Mr. Maverick fathers the anonymous report that I am not the author of 
the story in question, and with a warlike contempt of threats that were never 
made, and pugnacity that was never demonstrated, declares his readiness to 
substantiate his assertion. I am to be demolished the instant I desire to be 
demolished. I have only to say the word, and Mr. Augustus Maverick will 
descend upon.me like the Assyrian. Terrible powers with which Mr, Augus- 
tus Maverick supposes himself invested are vaguely by him hinted at. Masked 
batteries of fatal facts are ready to open on me. Ambuscades of mysterious 
literary gentlemen (who, I suppose, are kept concealed on the premises of 
the Daily Times,) only await the signal from their leader to rout me utterly. 
A melodramatic stranger—clad, I presume, in the usual slouched hat and 
mantle—is patiently waiting for his cue from Mr. Maverick to rush upon the 
scene, armed with the conventional speech, commencing “It is now four 
pee since I read the Diamond Lens,” ete.; after which, it is supposed that 

will retire, covered with confusion and shame. This potent personage is 
thus alluded to by Mr. Maverick in his programme:

man to the sacrifice. I desire to be demolished. Let Mr. Maverick’s merce- 
nariescome forth. Let the batteries open. Even destruction is preferable to 
the terrible state of suspense in which I am left by such vague but awful 
threats.

Should I survive the onslaught of Mr. Maverick’s legions, and 
should that gentleman think fit to “ air” any new “ facts’ for my benefit, he 
will find me quite ready to meet him. In any event, I have the honog, 
gentlemen, to subseribe myself your obedient servant, Fitz-James O’Brien.

Transcript gives an account of rapid book-making which certainly eclipses 
anything ever before accomplished in a similar line. It says: 

“The Philadelphia Press has an article on ‘ Fast Book-Making,’ and in- 
stances E. H. Butler & Co.’s edition of Macaulay, ete. A not less remark- 
able example was the issue of ‘ Rachel and the New World ’—a book which 


was translated, revised, set up, struck off and bound, in nine days. The 
vivacity and closeness of the translation were generally remarked. The 
task was performed by Dr. J. W. Palmer, assisted by his wife, and by Mr, 
Wilbour, an accomplished reporter on the New York Zrihune. Messrs. 
Smith, Elder & Co., of London, expressed the belief at the time that such a 
feat in rapid book-making had never before been performed by either an 
English or American publisher.” 

What makes the feat more noticeable is, that it was not a “ cheap publi- 
cation,” the mechanical execution of the volume being decidedly superior, 
and in size a substantial 12mo. of 410 pages.—V. Y. Day Book. 


The first volume of a new biography of Prince Eugene, entitled “ Pring 
Eugen von Savoyen,” has been published at Vienna, by Herr Alfred Arneth, 
It is founded on the manuscript sources of the Imperial records. It will be 
interesting to learn that the whole of the 600 letters published, in 1811, by 
M. Sartori, as “ Hinterlassene politische Schriften des Prinzen Eugen,” are 
asserted, by Herr Arneth, to be one of the boldest literary mystifications 
which has ever been ventured. 

Among the gifts which will be offered to Prince Frederick William of 
Prussia, on the occasion of his marriage, the German papers mention a col- 
lection of 150 autograph letters of the Prince's grandfather, King Frederick 
William the Third, addressed by that monarch to the celebrated theologian, 
Bishop Neander, and mostly referring to the union of the Lutheran and Re- 
form Churches in Prussia. Bishop Neander, who has recently lost the last 
of his sons, wishes to deposit these memorable letters in the hands of the 
Prince.
